Ray  is  a  Fellow 
of  the  College,  a  Father  Gross 
Fellow,  a  President’s  Fellow,  and 
a  former  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association.  In  1962,  he  received 
an  honorary  doctorate  (LLD  hon¬ 
oris  causa).  His  counsel  has 
always  been  wise  and  balanced: 
he  is  more  than  a  loyal  friend  — 
he  is  a  constant  inspiration  and 
exemplar. 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  is  by 
far  not  the  only  beneficiary  of  his 
charity.  He  participates  unselfishly 


at  Longwood  College  in  Farmville. 
In  1977,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
vocation  staff  for  the  Society  of  the 
Precious  Blood,  and  in  1978,  returned 
to  Saint  Joseph’s.  Brother  Gerard 
says  of  his  return,  “it  was  like  coming 
home  after  eight  years.” 

Brother  Gerard  now  takes  on  the 
challenge  of  stimulating  interest 
among  the  alumni.  Alumni  from 
Saint  Joseph’s  are  scattered  through¬ 
out  the  United  States  and  even 
beyond.  As  a  result,  keeping  in 
touch  with  alumni  and  keeping  them 
informed  of  College  events  is  a 
large  task.  Brother  Gerard  would 
like  to  see  local  alumni  chapters 
formed,  with  leaders  in  each  chapter 
to  organize  group  functions  and 
social  events. 

Much  of  the  success  of  Brother 
Gerard’s  appointment  as  director  of 
the  alumni  association  was  wit¬ 
nessed  during  homecoming  week¬ 
end.  The  weekend  was  deemed 
successful  by  the  large  number  of 
alumni  on  campus  who  attended 
the  homecoming  festivities.

Saint  Joseph’s  athletic  teams 
have  completed  a  busy  fall  sports 
schedule,  with  volleyball  and  foot¬ 
ball  headlining  the  Pumas’  success 
stories  for  1979. 

Coach  Linda  Taulman’s  volleyball 
team  rolled  to  a  37-4  record  and 
placed  second  in  the  state  tourna¬ 
ment  to  highlight  the  fall  sports 
picture  at  Collegeville.  The  team’s 
.903  winning  percentage  is  the  high¬ 
est  mark  here  in  27  years  —  since 
the  1942  football  team  went  7-0-1 
under  coach  Joe  Dienhart. 

Many  of  the  volleyball  team’s  key 
performers  were  non-seniors,  and 
Taulman  understandably  looks  to 
the  future  with  good  reason  for 
optimism.  Included  in  the  volleyball 
success  story  this  fall  were  three 
wins  over  Butler,  two  each  over 
Valparaiso  and  Vincennes  and  solo 
victories  over  Notre  Dame,  Evans¬ 
ville,  Taylor,  Indiana  State-Evansville 
and  lUPU-Indianapolis. 


A  bright  future  is  also  apparent 
in  football,  where  the  Pumas  won 
eight  of  ten  games  and  captured 
the  Heartland  Collegiate  Conference 
championship  with  a  4-1  ledger.  A 
razor-sharp  passing  attack  plus  a 
tough  defense  highlighted  the  Puma’s 
arsenal  this  fall,  and  18  of  the  22 
players  who  started  in  the  season¬ 
ending  victory  over  Valparaiso  are 
expected  to  return  next  year. 

This  was  Saint  Joseph’s  third 
conference  championship  in  the 
past  four  years,  as  the  gridders 
shared  the  title  in  the  old  Indiana 
Collegiate  Conference  in  both  1976 
and  1977.  The  eight  victories  are 
the  most  in  a  season  since  1971, 
when  SJC  posted  an  identical  8-2-0 
record  and  won  the  ICC  crown. 


There  is  good  reason  to  smile 
when  looking  at  the  Pumas’  cross 
country  scene,  where  this  four-year- 
old  program  of  coach  Dave  Smith 
posted  its  first  winning  season  with 
a  35-19  mark.  What  was  once  a 
drastically-undermanned  program 
has  now  grown  to  a  highly-competi- 


tive  squad  that  enjoyed  many  fine 
moments  in  ’79. 

The  harriers  posted  a  9-3  record 
in  dual  meets,  including  wins  over 
Danville  (III.)  Junior  College,  Bradley, 
Franklin,  Valparaiso,  Goshen,  and 
Grace. 

Growing  success  also  typifies 
the  women’s  tennis  picture,  where 
the  Pumas  doubled  their  number  of 
wins  from  1978  by  posting  a  6-7 
dual  match  record  before  placing 
fifth  among  eight  teams  in  the  state 
tournament.  Underclassmen  were 
the  backbone  of  the  1979  netters, 
and  this  is  one  more  SJC  team  that 
looks  to  the  future  with  expectations 
of  still  more  improvement. 

Underclassmen  also  will  play  an 
important  role  on  next  season’s 
golf  squad.  Though  the  linksmen 
were  28-51-1  this  fall,  non-seniors 
dominated  the  roster  and  gained 
valuable  experience  while  showing 
steady  improvement  that  should 
result  in  brighter  dividends  come 
1980. 


Art  At  SJC  | 

The  fate  of  drawing,  painting  and 
sculpture  at  SJC  has  not  always  been 
the  happiest.  But  with  the  advent  of 
Bro.  Ric  Presar  this  summer,  the 
department  shows  most  encouraging 
signs  of  stability  and  progress.  A 
year  ago  enrollment  in  art  courses 
was  a  dismal  fifteen.  The  first  sem¬ 
ester  this  year  the  number  rose  to 
twenty-five,  and  in  the  present  sem¬ 
ester  to  sixty  —  full  capacity  with 
the  present  equipment.  To  operate 
at  maximum  efficiency,  the  depart¬ 
ment  needs  several  items:  an  outdoor 
kiln  for  ceramics,  replacement  ele¬ 
ments  in  the  Raku  kiln,  a  slab  roller 
(which  rolls  clay  for  sculpture  and 
ceremic  classes),  a  wood  sculptor 
carving  set,  a  stone  sculptor  carving 
set,  a  printmaker  press,  a  loom,  and 
equipment  for  drawing  classes.
